play ot plate is se't forth at Barbers' 
Hull, including n silvergilt cup, present- 
ed by Henry VIII. to the company, 
whose past master, I. Chambre, was Ins 
own private physician. 
Charles II. also 


gave the Barber Surgeons a silver cup, 
as he gave a splendid mace to that fa- 
mous lioyal .Society, of which ho was 
the founder. 
Quern Anne aUo present- 


ed the company with a silver bov, 1. Two 
very curious mementoes of royal gifts 
are preserved with great care in Jloiik- 
well street; ono is the head of a fat 
buck, a present from Charles II., and 
tho other is the back shell of a mighty 
turtle, given by Queen Anne. 
The

splendid 
, 


with e;i!t rmtleri, raid tho turtle-shell is ; MACh 
emblazoned with tho arms of the com- 
pany. These memorials of bygone ban- 
quets aro cheering enough, but as much 
cannot be said for the handsome screen, 
painted in scroll-pattern on leather, and 
profusely gilt. To that screen litually 
"h.ings''' a tale, as it was presented to 
the company by a culprit who, having 
undergone his sentence, revived under 
tho knife of the dissector, find being per- 
fectly restored, testified his gratitude by 
making a gift to the company. 
This 


ghastly incident is said to have given 
rise to the modem practice of letting 
criminals hang for nil hour before cut- 
ting them down; but this explanation 
and the theory brought forward by my 
informant, that a man, ha\ing been 
hanged and resuscitated, can cry quits 
with the law, together throw-; serious 
doubt upon fhe story. I Mud, how ever, 
that the famous John Hunter is said

TH* WATER MOBIM. 


From time to time the TMBDNK has 


called attention to the all-important 
question of water mpply, and urged the 
necessity of the utmost economy on the 
part of consumers to pNTMit a com- 
plete exhaustion of its resources before 
.he advent of the rainy season. To-day 
the inhabitants of OaklanJ are upon ft 
abort allowance of water. Yesterday 
the supply ceaswl alwnt noon, and for 
several hours many residences were 
without water. 


The Company complain that since the 


announcement of the completion ol the 
S,m Lcaudro works there has been an 
unusual drain open the resources, for ir- 
rignting purposes. It was a great mis- 
take to mislead the people as to the 
true condition of the supply. 
The 


water which bus Accumulated in the 
new reservoir at San Leandro is not 
fit 
for family 
use 
even if 
(here 


were oceans of it; but it is limited 
n quantity as well (is foul in quality. It 
was not the intention of the Company to 
use the waters of this reservoir until 
after the raius of the coming winter had 
furnished n fresh supply. No doubt the 
members of the City Council were de- 
ceived in regard to the quantity of water 
on hand, because in the report of the 
Committee upon tho bids offered for the 
construction of salt water tanks for 
street sprinkling purposes, they said 
that the Contra Costa Water Company 
were now furnishing water sufficient for 
all purposes and at cheaper rates than 
the city could furnish it. Within three 
days after this report, the supply censed! 
Somebody— erred. 


Hut the giving 
ut of the present 


wntcr works is a strong argument in sup- 
port of the theory so persistently urged 
for many mouths past by the TRIBUXK— 
that the system of cloud-supply ought 
not to bo relied'upon by » large city. 
Old Lake Chabot was fully adequate to 
meet the demands of the population of 
two years ago; so the San Leandro catch- 
ment may meet tho requirements of a 
(ew years to come; but the time is not 
far distant when the demand will have 
outgrown that source of supply, and un- 
less additional provision bo made, the 
130,000 inhabitants of tho Oakland of 
the future will And themselves in the 
predicament of those of to-day—exceed- 
ingly dry- 


It is the part ot wise statesmanship to 


calculate tho probabilities of the distant 
future, aud provide, as far as possible, 
against every contingency likely to arise

public works a short-sighted policy has 
generally obtained. Oar buildings are 
erected to meet the requirements of one 
generation. There is scarcely a wharf, 
biidge, dam or other public—or. for that 
matter, private—structure in this coun- 
try which will survive its builder. Every- 
thing seems to be temporary—nothing 
permanent.

The grcut point with the people in 


this mercenary ngo IB to show them that 
forest culture and economies will 'pay. 
Let them understand that the bark of an 
oak tree has long boon known in Europe 
lo bo worth as much for tunning as the 
body is for. timber, and that tho body is 
worth quite ns innoL for timber with the 
bark off as on, and they will soon be 
found stripping tho bark from tho base 
of the truck to the tips o! the twigs quite 
as thoroughly as His done by the forest 
economies of the Old World. When they 
come to understand that first-class nut- 
beariug trees will, iu many cases, yield 
moro profit than au equal number of 
sheep, and that they will require less 
ground to grow in than is required for 
pastiiraRo and growing winter feed for 
sheep, thej will bo moro careful about 
saving, and growing hickory, walnut, 
and other nut-bearers. Walnut, curly 
ash, 
and birdseyo maple trees which 


have been burned iu thu log heap to grt 
them out of thu -.v.'.y, would have beer 
worth from tuOO to f3,00(l apiece, net 
cat in veneer?. A majoiity of the stump, 
of trees which o ir countrymen have 
racked their bruins to find ways to gef 
riil of, would have boon worth as mud 
as tbe trees which \vero cut from them 
for a similar use, because of tho richness 
and variety of curl and of color in the 
fiber ol the wood. In proportion as 
these values uro comprehended, wil 
these elements of forest wealth be ccon 
omized. Well authenticated instances 
can be shown where the saleable onsl 
value of a piece of town or conutr; 
property has been increased aioro than I 
thousand dollars by spending ten ilol 
lars in ornamental tree planting upon it 
and then quit tly waiting n half score o
